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DIAZ ASKS U.S. AID 
AS MEXICO ASSISTS 
NICARAGUAN REVOLT 


Interference by Outside 
' Forces Causes Alarm, 
Kellogg Warns. 


BERHARDT IS SILENT 
ON CALL TO COOLIDGE 


Request Viewed as Basis for 
Use of Navy to Block 
Landing of Arms. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The specter of a Mexican-fostered 
bolshevist hegemony intervening be- 
tween the United States and Panama 
canal has thrust itself into American- 
Mexican relations, already strained. 

This striking development in Latin- 
American relations, which has been 
lingering near the surface for several 
weeks, came to light yesterday with an 
appeal by Adolfo Diaz, new president 
of Nicaragua, for American interven- 
tion to restore peace in that country, 
and formed the background of a warn- 
ing by Secretary of State Kellogg that 
“interference from outside sources” in 
Nicaraguan political affairs was viewed 
with concern in Washington. 

President Diaz, immediately on his 
recognition by the United States, which 
was extended yesterday in the form 
of a note by Lawrence Dennis, Amer- 
ican charge in Managua, sought Amer- 
ican aid against a liberal revolution 
supported by Mexico. 

Based On Reports. 


While the American ‘Secretary of 
State did not go beyond “outside 
sources” in explaining the recognition 
of Diaz as the constitutional head of 
Nicaragua, his warning was founded on 
official reports showing repeated gun- 
running expeditions from Mexico 
ports to Nicaragua and Gautemala. 

In his statement Mr. Kellogg said he 
hoped Diaz’s overtures to the Nica- 
ragua®® liberals, in which he promised 
general amnesty and cabinet posts and 
sought cooperation in ending the re- 
volt, would be accepted, as the revolu- 
tion had created ‘a condition which 
has invited further interference from 
outside sources, a state of affairs which 
must cause concern to every friend of 
stability in Central America.” : 

Another development in the situation 
today was a call on President Coolidge 
by Charles E. Berhardt, American Min- 
ister to Nicaragua, who has been in 
this country on leave. He will depart 
for his post soon. 


Action Not Forecast. 


What action the Washington admin- 
istration will take on the Diaz request 
for intervention was not forecast. It 
had not reached the State Department 
tonight from Managua. Undoubtedly, 
however, it affords a basis on which 
could be founded employment of Amer- 
ican naval forces in Nicaraguan wa- 
ters to prevent the landing of arms 
from Mexico for the revolutionists 
should the Washington government 
deem the situation serious enough to 
warrant that action. ‘ee 

The developments yesterday served 
to disclose the reasons for the added 
seriousness with which Mexican-Ameri- 


can relations have been considered 
here for the last ten days. For the 


moment the question of Mexican in- 
terference in Central American coun- 
tries, presumably for the purpose of 
fostering radical propaganda and bol- 
shevist philosophy, has swept off the 
‘stage other questions pending between 
Mexico and the United States, such as 
the oil and land law and claims con- 
troversies. 
U. S. Deeply Concerned. 

While there is no sign as yet .that 
radical theories similar to those of the 
Russian soviet regime have taken any 
deep hold anywhere in Central Amert- 
ca, the Washington government can 
not fail to be deeply concerned as to 
the purpose of Mexican interference 
because of the geographical position of 
these countries, intervening as they do 

tween the United States and the 
Panama canal. f . 

Even in the diplomatic exchanges on 
the Mexican land laws there has been 
increasingly evident/a feeling in high 
official circles here that, at the bottom, 
s.merican relati with Mexico are,

Italian Breaks Remaining 
Air Race Mark Held by U.S. 


Schneider Cup Winner Exceeds 3 Kilometer Mark Set 
by Doolittle by More than 13 Miles—Hurries Here to 
Greet Coolidge—Seeks Triumph Over Frenchman. 


Norfolk, Va., Nov. 17 (By A. P.).— 
America’s last and only claim to su- 
premacy in air racing was wiped out 
today before the spectacular flying of 
Maj. Mario de Bernardi, Italian army 
officer, who flew his little red mono- 
plane over a straightaway 3-kilometer 
course at the average rate for four laps 
of 258.873 miles an hour. His best 
speed for the route was 272.132 miles 
per hour, flying with the wind, and his 
slowest, 243.232 miles against the wind. 
This betters the world record for the 
same distance, made last year at Balti- 
more by Lieut. James H. Doolittle, U. 
S. A., by more than 13 miles. _ Doolit- 
tle’s record, though beaten, was: not 
declared officially broken last Saturday 
when De Bernardi won the interna- 
tional Schneider trophy seaplane race 
and smashed all previous records for 
the event. 

The test was made over a measured 
route off Willoughby beach, shortly be- 
fore 5 o'clock, and was timed by the 
same devices and officials who acted in 
the Schneider race. The little Italian, 


dubbed in aviation circles here “The 
Flying Fascist,” flew the same machine 
today in which he set a new record 
Saturday in winning the Schneider tro- 
phy, making a mark of 246.496 miles for 
the 350 kilometers course. 

After his flight today he jumped 
from the little Macchi-Fiat 800-horse- 
power comet, changed his clothing in a 
racing automobile and caught the 
steamer for Washington, which had 
awaited his belated departure to be 
congratulated by President Coolidge to- 
morrow morning. He did not learn of 
his new records until after he had 
boarded the steamer. 

Maj. de Bernardi was late in making 
his start because of delay in marking 
off the course; but when he finally 
was informed that army engineers had 
completed the survey did not take 
him more than ten min to set the 
record. However, as he wg# pressed for 
time, he made but four flights over 
the course, the minimum allowed un- 
der the rules of the International Aero-

JUDGE AND POLITICIANS

Host of Police and Keepers of 
Saloons at Chicago Also

COURT BAILIFF IS NAMED 


Chicago, Ill., Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—A 
municipal judge, two police captains 
and a host of police and saloonkeepers 
of Chicago were indicted today by a 
Federal grand jury on charges of con- 
spiracy to violate the prohibition law. 

Seventy-five indictments were re- 
turned, and identification of men and 
women named ranged from the secre- 
tary to Chief of Police Morgan A. Col- 
lins to beer peddlers. 

The indictments followed by several 
weeks the return. of -similar writs 
against 79 officials, police and gang- 
sters of Cicero, turbulent suburb on 
which Chicago police officials have 
blamed the difficulty of enforcement. 

Federal officials did not reveal the 


nature of charges against Municipal 
Judge Henry M. Walker, Capt. John| 
Prendergast, who is Chief Collins’ sec- | 
retary, and some of the others. Walker, 
however, attributed his indictment to 
his liberation of minor offenders, while 
Chief of Police Collins, who several 
weeks ago turned over his records and 
promised cooperation to the govern- 
ment, expressed disbelief, that the 
charges against Prendergast were based 
on fact.

Frank 
Rydzewski, jr., son of the vice, presi- 
dent of Chicago‘’s board of local im- 
provements, was accused of arranging 
protection for saloon keepers, and sev- 
eral politicians were indicted as his 
aids.

De Cespedes Resigns -Post of 
Secretary of State to 
Be Paris Envoy. 


CHANGES BY PRESIDENT 


Havana, Cuba, Nov. 17 (By A. P.). 
Col. Corestes Ferrara was appointed 
Cuban Ambassador to the United 
States today. He succeeds Dr. Rafael 
Sanchez Aballi, resigned. 

President Machado authorized the 
announcement of Col. Ferrara’s ap- 
pointment after he had accepted the 
resignation of Ambassador Aballi, who 
has held the post at Washington for 
nearly two years. 

The resignation of secretary of state 
Carlos Manuel de Cespedes and the ap- 
pointment to that office of Dr. Rafael 
Martinez Ortis, Minister to France, also 
were announced. Senor de Cespedes will 
take the post in Paris. 

Dr. Antonio Sanchez de Bustamente, 
noted international lawyer, has ac- 
cepted the post of legal counsellor of 
the state department. 


Col. Orestes Ferrara, who has been 
appointed Cuban Ambassador at Wash- 
ington, has had a picturesque career 
He is 51 years old and has a record of 
having fought something more than a 
score of duels. Born in Naples, he 
came to the United States seeking what 
he called “noble adventures.” Not long 
after he proceeded to Cuba and joined 
in the war of liberation. He did con- 
spicuous service under Gomez and was 
closely associated with the noted presi- 
dent. 

Col. Ferrara in 1912 made a speech 
before the United States House of Rep- 
resentatives, as the representative of 
Gomez, answering in an eloquent man- 
ner charges which had been made 
against the Gomez administration of 
the sanguinary suppression of racial 
conflicts. 

Col. Ferrara lived for a year or two 
in New York, where he is said to have 
amassed a fortune.

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VERDICT OF MURDER 


RETURNED BY JURY 


IN SCRIVENER CASE 


Convict Identiffes Gun, 
Hut Is Not Put on the 
Witness Stand. 


TWICE FAILED TO FIX 
IDENTITY OF WEAPON 


Decision Reached in Ten Min- 
utes on Woman’s Story of 
Voices in Alley. 


Detective Sergt. Arthur B. Scrivener 
was murdered, thé coroner’s jufy de- 
cided yesterday at the conclusion of 
two days of hearing testimony. 

The verdict of murder was only one 
of the high lights in the developments 
in the Scrivener case yesterday. Henry 
Miller Moore, 24 years old, serving two 
sentences of five years for burglary, had 
identified the pistol as one he owned 
but had thrown away when he thought 
he was followed by two detectives two 
weeks before Scrivener was killed. 

The importance of this development, 
however, was almost immediately mini- 
mized by the police themselves, who 
disclosed that Moore’s positive identifi- 
cation of the pistol had come only 
after he had twice failed to identify 
the pistol as the one he had owned and 
tossed into an ash can. 

The official verdict of the jury was 
that Scrivener came to his death as 
the result of a bullet wound through 
his heart sustained by the “hand or 
hands of some person or persons other 
than himself unknown to the jury.” 

Identification Delays Inquest. 

Yesterday's session of the inquest, 
which was scheduled to start at 11 
o’clock, was delayed for nearly an hour, 
due to conferences held by members 
of the coroner’s office, district attor- 
ney’s office and headquarters detectives, 
concerning the adyisability of permit- 
ting Moore to testify. “Identification” 
of ownership of the Scrivener death 
gun by Moore was déémed of the high- 
est importance at that time. 

Yesterday morning, in the office of 
Maj. Peyton Gordon, United States 
district attorney, Headquarters Detec- 
tive Edward J. Kelly laid five or six 
revolvers of practically the same type 
as the death gun on a table in Maj. 
Gordon’s office. The .38 caliber revolver, 
found at the feet of Detective Sergt. 
Arthur B. Scrivener when his body 
was discovered in the early morning 
hours of October 13 lying in the alley 
across the street from his home at 
3123 N street northwest, was included 
in the group of. weapons. — 

Moore was asked to look the guns 
over carefully and to pick out the gun 
he claims he once owned. Glancing 
rapidly over the revolvers, Moore picked 
up the Scrivener murder gun. 

Twice Failed to Identify. 

After a minute examination of ‘he 
weapon, Moore told those present that 
it was the gun he had stolen in Florida 
and later thrown into a trash box near 
the corner of Seventh and H streets 
northwest when apprehended in com- 
pany with two friends as they were 
about to pull a job, only to be picked

Somerville, N. J., Nov. 17.—Mrs. Jane 
Gibson, a humble woman farmer, will 
testify for the State tomorrow in the 
murder trial at Somerset county court- 
house, where Special Prosecutor Alex- 
ander Simpson is seeking to fasten the 
crime of the murder of .Mrs. Eleanor R. 
Mills, choir singer, of New Brunswick, 
upon Mrs. Frances Stevens Hall and her 
two brothers, Henry and Willie Stevens. 

The “pig woman,” who once rode her 
mule into the dark night and saw 
strange things, will be only a shadow of 
her former sturdy self. Lying on a 
stretcher, appareled in nightgown and 
bathrobe, she will be a strange con- 
trast to the strong, muscular woman 
who in gingham apron ang ‘straw hat 
once cultivated corn and tended pigs, 
chickens and blooded dogs on her farm 
in Hamilton street near New Bruns- 
wick. 

Prostrated with the combination of 
diseases that threatens her existence, 
lying flat on her back, Mrs. Gibson will 
confront the rich Mrs. Hall and her 
brothers. 

A doctor and trained nurse will 
watch her every breath. There will be 
restoratives within easy reach in case 
the State's ace of witnesses falters. The 
pit of the.trial chamber, where jury 
and opposing counsel sit, will be trans- 
formed into a miniature hospital. There 
will be a thermometer to take her 
temperature~and a stethoscope with 
which to test her heart action. 


Climax of Drama.

, Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 17 (By A. P.) 
Prince Nicolas and Princess Ileana of 
Roumania indulged in a cross-country 
speed contest today that led Ileana into 
@ minor collision with a truck and later 
forced her out of the race, fatigued and 

l. After a 250-mile run from Chicago, 
however, she was able tonight to take 
her place in the royal party and carry 
out the official program with Queen 
Marie. 

Ileana dropped out of the procession 
at Rossville, 18 miles north of Danville, 
Ill., following collision of her car with 
a truck at Grant Park, Ill. With her 
lady-in-waiting, Miss Ida Marr, she 
went to a drugstore for medicine and 
to rest, while Prince Nicolas sped on 
toward Indianapolis. 

When Danville was reached, and the 
princess did not appear, Nicolas con- 
tinued his journey until at Waynetown 
his motor failed. There he took over 
the Indiana State police pilot car and 
drove at breakneck speed to Indianapo- 
lis. He arrived just in time to join his 
mother at the reception by State offi- 
cials. 

Reported in Hospital. 


Meanwhile newspapermen, searching 
for the missing princess, encountered 
varied reports to the effect that she had 
remained at Rossville, had gone to a 
hospital at Danville, at the suggestion 
of Dr. H. F. Donovan, of Rossville, and 
that she had continued on to Indianap- 
ous. 

It developed later, however, that the 
princess had passed the newspapermen 
and had preceded them to Indianapolis. 

Miss Marr denied that her charge was 
more than tired after a hectic day and 
she denied also that a doctor had been 
consulted or that hospital treatment 
was considered. Ileana herself laughed 
at her reported illness. 

A mile-a-minute pace was maintain- 
ed during most of the run from Chi- 
cago, with the royal children driving 
their own touring cars. The collision 
at Grant park occurred when Ileana 
swung her car around a sharp curve 
and brushed fenders with an approach- 
ing truck. A smashed hub-cap and 
crumpled fender resulted, while the 
truck, driven by Adolph Keefer, of Chi- 
cago, suffered similar injury. 

Keefer, who thought Ileana was at 
fault even though she was a princess, 
was indignant at the thought of re- 
ceiving no recompense. 

King’s Illness Disturbs Marie. 

Recent disquieting reports from 
Europe concerning the illness of King 
Ferdinand of Roumania have made 
Queen Marie uneasy, it was learned to- 
day, and she has cabled General 
Avaresco, prime minister, asking defi- 
nite information about his condition. 
If the news from Roumania requires it 
she may sail for home even earlier than 
December 11, it was indicated today, 
even though in establishing the sailing 
date of December 11, she has alreudy 
advanced the date of her departure 
materially in order to be with the king 
on Christmas. 

Those close to the queen emphasized 
today that no information had been 
received indicating that the king’s con- 
dition is alarming and that it would be 
wrong to construe any decision on her

The end of the controversy precipi- 
tated by Maj. Gen. Amos A. Fries when 
he tried to have Henry Flury ousted 
from his teaching job at Eastern High 
school because of his views on social- 
ism, has not been reached yet. 

Gen. Fries, chief of the army chem- 
ical warfure service and commander of 
the local American Legion, threatened 
yesterday to take the matter before 


the legion and ask it to support him. 

Secretary of War Dwight Davis yes- 
terday took occasion to say that the 
War‘ Department had nothing to do 
with the controversy.® The department, 
he said, is not concerned with Gen. 
Fries’ views on educational matters. 
He ventured the opinion that Gen. 
Fries started his efforts to oust Flury 
as an Official of the American Legion, 
and not as an army officer. 

The letters that Gen. Fries wrote to 
Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools, urging the dismissal of 
Flury, were all written on the station- 
ery of the American Legion. However, 
there were indications here yesterday 
that not all legionnaires are in sym- 
pathy with the general, one reason be- 
ing that Flury was a soldier in the 
war. 

It was a brief definition of social- 
ism contributed to the Forum maga- 
zine by Flury that aroused the ire of 
Gen." Fries. In the opinion of Gen. 
Fries, a man who held such views as 
were expressed by Flury was “unsafe” 
and he immediately began his move- 
ment to have him ousted. 

The board of education told Gen. 
Fries that there was no question about

Flury’s patriotism and laid down the 
principle that a teacher was entitled 
*) have such views on socialism so long 
as he did not carry his teachings into 
the classroom. 

Paul Y. Anderson, of the Washington 

bureau of the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
yesterday wrote a letter of protest to 
Ulric Bell, president of the National 
Press club. Gen. Fries is a member 
of the National Press Club post of the 
American Legion. 
‘ “The propriety of an army officer at- 
tempting to get the job of a school 
teacher because that school teacher has 
an intelligent conception of what an 
important political movement means,” 
said the letter, “needs no characteriza- 
tion among civilized men. 

“However, it is not our duty to 
prevent major generals from making 
public spectacles of themselves, and in 
the case of one so singularly gifted for 
the part as Fries appears to be, I doubt 
if it wotild be possible, but I feel certain 
you will agree that it would be a 
calamity if the name and reputation of 
the Press club should become involved, 
even indirectly, in a persecution of this 
character, and that, if it has become 
involved, such measures should be 
taken as would effectively prevent a 
repetition.”

Fiongkong, Nov. 17 (By A. P,).— 
Twelve pirates were killed, one was 
@Growned and nine captured in a des- 
perate battle on the decks of the Brit- 
ish steamer Sunning and a subsequent 
pursuit of the fleeing buccaheers 8 
miles off Hongkong, it was learned 
here today when ‘the ship, badly. dam- 
aged by fire and bearing gruesome 
marks of the encounter, was towed 
into port under guard. 

As the captured pirates were rushed 
to jail, officers of the ship told the 
story of the fight. 

When the watch was being changed 
Jjate Monday afternoon. 40 pirates rush- 
ed the rails, overpowering nearby ofM- 
cers at the point of revolvers and tak- 
ing control of the ship by putting two 
of their number on the bridge. 


Officers Fired Revolvers. 


Chief Officer T. H. Beatty and Second 
Officer J. W. Hurst, who had been held 
at bay by the pirates, finally found two 
revolvers and 190 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, and at midnight decided to at- 
tempt to regain control of the ship. 

Brandishing their guns, they rushed 
the bridge. The two pirates on the 
bridge were mowed down by the offi- 
cers and left apparently lifeless. Tyhis 
put the officers in control of the ship's 
workings. 

Shortly afterward one of the 
less’’ buccaneers revived and fired 
point blank at them but missed. The 
butt’ of a carbine snatched from the 
deck by one of the defenders laid him 
out again. Then another pirate rushed 
the bridge. A revolver duel ensued at 
close range and he fell dead. 

The remaining buccaneers, seeing 
their plans going down to defeat be-

| Here the two defenders turned loose 
their deadliest fire, and eleven pirates 
were slain. Cormack was wounded in 
the chest and leg. 

Realizing their efforts to retake pos- 
session of the ship were futile, the 
boarders then fired the first-class ac- 
commodations of the ship, hoping to 
make the bridge too hot for the offi- 
cers, but the wind carried the flames 
aft and away from the control, incin- 
erating the dead and dying pirates and 
making it impossible to resume the 
aitack on Beatty and Hurst. 

The flames then attracted the Brit- 
ish cruiser Bluebell and other vessels. 
Meanwhile, the attackers launched two 
lifeboats and disappeared in the dark- 
/ness, taking with them H. W. Lapsley, 
lan employe of the Eastern Extension 
service. . 

A heavy sea was running. A 
woman passenger whose name was not 
given was put off in a lifeboat by the 
third officer, who feared for her safety. 
This boat later was picked up by the 
Norwegian steamer Revensjell. 


One of Boats Captured. 


The Bluebell arrived alongside and 
put @ naval guard aboard, setting out 
then in pursuit of the two boatloads 
of pirates. One boat, containing ten 
of them, was sighted. On being over- 
taken, one of them Jumped overboard 
and was drowned and the others were 
taken captive. 

The British steamer Suiyang, learn- 
ing of the Sunning’s distress, altered 
her course and came to the rescue. By 
that time the fire had beem subdued 
and after two attempts the Sulyang 
succeeded in getting a tow rope aboard 
the Sunning, but it broke. 

Last night, however, a tug from 
Hong Kong arrived and took her in 
tow. 

The Sunning, a ship of about 2,500 
tons, was on its way here from Amoy. 

Tokyo, Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—The Navy 
Department announced today it was 
sending a gunboat to Canton because 
of the increase of piracy in Chinese 
weters.

“KING BEN," SEIZED 
AT HOUSE OF DAVID, 
FREED IN 3120000 


Bail Set at $100,000 in Two 
Criminal Cases; Civil Suit 
Bond Required, 


SEVEN OTHERS TAKEN 
IN MIDNIGHT RAID 


Texas Officials Investigate 
Colony of 25 Women 
Under 3 Patriarchs. 


Benton Harbor, Mich., Nov. 17 (By 
A. P.)—Benjamin Franklin Purnell, 69- 
year-old “king” of the strange religi- 
ous colony, the House of David, sought 
for more than three years as a despotler 
of younrs: womanhood under the guise 
of religious rites, is in the tolls. 

The gaunt, long-haired king who in 
.903 founded the colony from which it 
has been estimated he has derived 
$200,000, was taken from his sleeping 
quarters early today in a raid by State 
police, released under $50,000 bond, 
and a few hours later rearrested when 
a circuit court judge held that the 
bond was not sufficient. 

Later he was released on bonds total- 
ing $120,000 on charges of criminal as- 
sult preferred by two former girl mem- 
bers of the colony. 


Must Face Suits. 


s 

The cult leader was forced to supply 
$10,000 on each of two capiases served 
in connection with the damage suits 
started by the girl complainants. This 
was in addition to the two criminal 
bonds of $50,000 each. 

It was no dashing philanderer whom 
the police found when they entered 
the colony’s administration bullding. 
Instead there was a feeble old man, 
hardly able to walk without assistance, 
a taciturn, silent man who admitted 
his identity and then left what more 
there was to be said to his wife, 
“Queen Mary.” 

Two sisters—Ruth Bamford Reed 
and Gladys Bamford Rubel—made the 
charges which prompted a world-wide 
search for the man who once was de- 
nounced by Federal Judge John E. Sla- 
ter as the man Who “plated sin with 
the gold of religion." 

The girls, one 20, the other 22 
years, swore that Purnell had assaulted 
them while they were members of the 
colony. “Blood purification rites’’ was 
the explanation the “king’’ made for 
the liberties the Bamford sisters allege 
were taken, not only with them but 
with other girl members of the colony. 

The $120,000 bond was signed by 
eight Benton Harbor business men. 
Judge White held that the colony prop- 
erty is in trust and therefore is not 
egal security.

SYNTHETIC GASOLINE 
PRODUCED FROM COAL 


German Inventor Says That 
Various Bitumens Give 
Semi-Petroleum. 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—A 
treatise on the transmutation of syn- 


thetic gasoline from coal was submit- 
ted to the international conference on 
bituminous coal here today by Prof. 
Franz Fischer, director of the Institute 
for Coal Research at Mulheim-Rubhr, 
Germany. 

Prof. Fischer, inventor of a liquid 
fuel oil which he calls ‘“synthol,”’ 
eaid it was possible to produce petro- 
loum-like products from the bitumen 
of coal, peat and oil shale and from 
wax and fats by decomposing these 
materials through distillation at low 
temperatures with or without pressure.

GIFT TO CHURCH ASSAILED 


New York, Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—-Jack- 
son Barnett, Creek Indian of Oklahoma, 
was living in squalor at the time he 
signed away more than $1,000,000, ac- 
cording to testimony today in a suit to 
set aside a gift of $550,000 which Bar- 
nett made to the American Baptist 
Home Mission society. 

The United States. government, as 
intervening petitioner in the suit, with- 
drew today its allegations of, fraud 
against Albert B. Fall, formerly Secre- 
tary of the Interior; F. M. Goodwin, 
Fall's assistant, and Charles H. Burke, 
commissioner of Indian affairs. The 
government’s position now is_ that 
while the three officials did not com- 
mit fraud, the Secretary of the In- 
terior exceeded his legal power in ap- 
proving the gift, and the gift was im- 
properly made. 

The suit was brought by Edwin 
Balley, Barnett’s guardian, on the 
ground that the 80-year-old oil million- 
fire, is incompetent and that the De- 
partment of the Interior had no right 
to allow the gift, its duty being merely 
to administer Barnett’s affairs for Bar- 
nett’s own benefit. - 

Barnett, who is illiterate and signs 
all papers with his thumbprint, shows 
no interest in the hearing. It was tes- 
tified today that when the gift was 
made he was “living in a squalid four- 
room house that had no fireplace, shar- 
ing the house with four negroes.” 

Barnett’s wealth came when oil was 
discovered on his land, though it is 
said that Barnett did not know at the 
time that he owned the land. 

Testimony has elso shown that Bar- 
nett signed over to his young wife, a 
white girl, a sum similar to that he 
gave to the Baptist society. They were 
married, according to previous state- 
ments, after he was twice abducted by 
her.

LEADERS. UNMOVED 
BY TALK OF EXTRA 


Mite 


Progressives and Democrats 
Indicate Goal Through the 
Medium of Filibuster. 


BROOKHART AND FEW 
OTHERS MAKE DEMAND 
Untaverable Attitude of Cool- 
idge and People Cited in 
Points Against Move 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Progressive and Democratic political 
thunder, which would indicate that an 
extra session storm is brewing, through 
thé medium of a filibuster in the com- 
ing session of Congress, has caused 
little if any alarm among the real party 
ieaders now in Washington. 

Discussion of the subject yesterday 
with mémbers of gall three factions de- 
véloped very clearly that the 
yringing Congress back here March 4 
$ confined to isolated individua!s, who 
%y themselves have little opportunity to 
vccomplish eny such purpose. 

Go far the specific demand for an 
‘xtra session appéars to have heen con- 
ined to Smith W. Brookhart and some 
of the leading Democratic organs, all of 
vhom lack the power to force what they 
,emand. 

The iegisietors, in whose hands the 
fécision of such a political move rests, 
are inclined to be excecdingly chary 
akout any such prediction. 

There appear to be five reasons why 
ro such form of strategy will be 
adopted. 


Not Desired By Coolidze. 
1. President Coolidge does not want 
nn extra session. The chief executive 


has demonstrated and said time after 
time that he thought Congress ca- 
pable of transacting its business in the 
regular time allotted to it. 

2. The people do not want an extra 
session. Business men generally have 
indicated in no weak terms that they 
are glad of the relief from anxiety 
that the long vacations of Comgress 
nave brought. 

3. Congress itself does not care for 
an extra session. The members of the 
Senate and House have come to real- 
ize that there are certain attractions 
in the prolonged absences from Wash- 
ington, during which the $10,000 sal- 
ary continues and the increased living 
expenses in the Capital do not. 

4. The Progressive bloc is too inter- 
ested in strategy designed to bring out 
a lender to succeed the late Senator 
La Follette to unite upon any course of 
action immediateivy. Once the insur- 
gent leadership problem has been set- 
tled the situation may change. 


No Visible Benefit. 


5. Democratic party chieftains ac- 
knowledge that there is no visible ben- 
efit to be gained through an extra 
session. The House in the Seventieth 
Congress will be as safely Republican 
as ever, so that the administration 
could block any move that the Demo- 
crats and insurgents in the Senate 
might seek to force through. 

The only factor that appeers to lend 
any credence to the talk of an extra 
session js that it is perfectly practi- 
cable for the Democrats and insur- 
gents to force one if they care to do 
so. There are enough controversial 
measures on the Senate calendar, such 
as the rivers and harbors bill, the ra- 
dio bill, the Muscle Shoals lease and 
the railroad interest bill, to furn'sh 
the topic for unlimited conversation 
in the world’s greatest deliberative 
body. 

There are, moreover, the appropria- 
tion bills, but even if some of these 
should become involved in a législa- 
tive. jam it is more than likely that a 
continuing resolution would be pzesed 
in the last few hours of the session 
which would enable the government 
departments to carry on their work. 


May Be Log Rolling. 
There is a decided prospect of a legis- 


propriation bills and one or two other 
measures. Senate sentiment ssems to 
be that favorable action will be ob- 
tained on the rivers and harbors bill 
by resort to “log-rolling;” that the rail- 
road interest bill, which provides for @ 
refunding of the money that the rail- 
roads owe the government, will be 
passed if it can be brought to a vote; 
that action on the Muscle Shoals lease 
will be blocked once more by the Pro- 
gressives and that tax reduction, rebate 
or refund, whichever it may prove to be, 
has started on an exceedingly stony 
path. 

The confusion of ideas on the sub- 
ject of tax relief was only increased 
yesterday by the visit of Senator 
Charles Curtis, Senate majority floor 
leader, to the Treasury for conferences 
with Secretary Mellon and Gen. An- 
Grews.. The Kansas senator rcfused, 
foliowing his call, to discuss the nature 
of the topics that were touched upon, 
and gaid regarding the tax bill that he 
could not comment on it until he had 
seen thé measure in black and white, 
a stage that many congressional lead- 
ers believe it will have much difficulty 
in reaching.

miles an hour at 5,000 feet of altitude.

PERMANENT TAX CUT 
DEMANDED BY GARNER 


Ranking Democrat on House 
Committee Opposes Plan 
for Refund. 


Opposition to the administration 
plan for reducing taxes by repealing 
the corporation tax was voiced yester- 
day by Representative John N. Gar- 
ner, of Texas, ranking Democrat on 
the ways and means committee, when 
he declared for ‘permanent reduction 
or nothing.” If this antagonism to one 
of the outstanding points in the ad- 
ministration’s plan becomes general 
tax reduction in the short session 
Starting December 6 is believed to be 
endangered. 

Representative Garner wishes to cut 
the corporation tax from 13 1-2 per 
cent to 11 per cent and repeal all the 
so-called nuisance taxes, including the 
automobile, admissions and dues lev- 
les. He believes his plan would save 
the taxpayers $400,000,000 ‘or more, 
which would be justified by a surplus 
for this year of almost $500,000,000, 
which he believes to be in sight. 

“Why should we give back to the 
corporations, including the Aluminum 
Co. of America, taxes which they al- 
ready have collected from the consum- 
ers?” Mr. Garner asked, referring to 
the administration proposal to repeal 
the corporations’ tax. ‘“Let’s make a 
scientific and permanent tax revision,” 
he urged. Secretary Mellon’s sugges- 
tion that the proposed credit on this 
year’s incomes be raised to 12 1-2 per 
cent was received favorably by Rep- 
resentative Martin B. Madden, of IIli- 
nois, chairman of the House appropria- 
tions committee. He said he saw no 
reason why the refunds could not be 
made applicable to payments due next 
March.

Tariff Cut Demanded.

A demand for immediate reduction 
in tariff duties on such basic materials 
as aluminum, steel and chemicals, 
which duties, it is charged, “afford 
shelter for price-fixing monopolies.”

Former Roumanian Heir to 
Crown Defended Child’s 
Legitimacy. 

‘MME. LAMBRINO’S SUIT 
IS PUSHED IN PARIS 


Hohenzollern Government of 
Balkan Country Under 
Bitter Attack. 


Paris, Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—The obli- 
gations of former Crown Prince Carol of 
Roumania to his former morganatic 
wife, Mme. Zizi Lambrino, and the 
status of their 6-year-old son, Mirces, 
born of that union, will be the subjects 
of a judgment to be rendered a week 
hence by the first chamber of the Seine 
department tribunal. 

This court, with Mme. Lambrino at- 
tending solely during her own lawyer's 
pleadings, devoted this afternoon to lis- 


tening to the airing of Carol’s marital 
woes, the reading of his love letters to 
Zizi and his beseechings to Queen Marie 
to allow him to retain Zizi as his wife. 
Carol was not present, being repre- 
sented by the socialist deputy, M. Paul- 
Boncour. Zizi, whom her lawyer, Albert 
Salmon, styled “Madame J. Lambrino, 
former Princess Von MHohenzollern,” 
wearing a velvet mantie and blue hat, 
twitched her fingers and rubbed her 
nose nervously while her attorney went 
into the most intimate details of her 
romance with the crown prince. 

He read letters from Carol to Queen 
Marie beginning “Dear Mama,” and in- 
sisting “I cannot have Zizi left in this 
ridiculous and equivocal position, and 
never could I ddmit that the child 
to be born out of our marriage should 
be co@sidered illegitimate.” 


Attacks Roumanian Rule. 


Queen Marie; the attorney declared, 
never replied. M. Salmon, in the course 
of his address to the court, flayed the 


entire Roumanian governmental. sys- 
tem, asserting that the Hohenzollerns 
had caused the insertion in the consti- 
tution of a clause providing that no 
members should attempt to interest 
the presidents of the senate and cham- 
ber in having the nullification decree 
set aside. 

“The Roumanian parliament,” he 
said, “is elected under fhe orders cf 
the monarchy. 

Mme, Lambrino, her counsel ex- 
plained, received Carol’s letter of rup- 
ture of November 16, 1920. The prince 
wrote: “I am vanquished. Love of my 
country has forced my hand. I resisted 
to the last, but circumstances beyond 
my control compel the decision.’ 

All Mine. Lambrino obtained in the 
way of legal papers for Mircea, contin- 
ued M. Salmon, was his birth certifi- 
cate, making him out an illegitimate 
child. 

“She insists that he have the name 
of Hohenzollern from the beginning of 
his school career,” M. Salmon _ ex- 
claimed, summoning Carol thus to 
reguilarize the situation and pay the 
Bursar of the Lycee Michelet, at the 
same time granting Mme. Lambrino

Asserting emphatically that Mircea 
was born before the annulment decree 
was effective—-Which M. Paul-Boncour 
vigorously combated—-M. Salmon con- 
cluded with an attack on the Rou- 
manian monarchy, comparing it with 
the French dynasty of the eighteenth 
century. The attorney did not cite any 
letters from Carol to King Ferdinand, 
but produced one from Carol to Zizi, 
in which he recounted that he nad 
begged and pleaded with his mother 
to have the decree quashed, but un- 
availingly. 


Court Called Incompetent. 


M. Paul-Boncour’s defense is based, 
first, on the incompetency of the 
Fernch court to settle a question be- 
tween Roumanian subjects; second, 
the fact that Mme. Lambrino never 
appealed to the Roumianian courts to 
offset the annulment; third, that Mir- 
cea, according to the strict legal view- 
point, could not be considered born 
within 300 days from the issuance of 
the nullity decree, and therefore was 
born out of wedlock; fourth, relating 
to damages, that there was no breach 
of promise, inasmuch as their mar- 
lage at Odessa was legal until set aside, 
and, furthermore, that Zizi was receiv- 
ing 110,000 French francs annually, 
which would go to Mircea in the event 
of her demise; and, finally, that the 
royal Hohenzollern house deliberately 
winked at her infraction of a signed 
convention with the Bank of Rouma- 
nia in which she engaged not to bother 
the royalties under penalty of losing 
her whole fortune of 2,200,000 francs. 

Carol’s legal domicile, his counsel de- 
clared, is umania, although he is 
now living in the Paris suburb of 
mene where Zizi Lambrino also re- 
sides. :

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PUBLIC BUILDING SITES. 


Approval yesterday by the public buildings 
commission of the plan to purchase the entire 
tract of land comprising the Mall-Pennsylvania 


Avenue triangle is the first tangible evidence 
given the public that this long-awaited im- 
provement is about to be undertaken. Senator 
Smoot, chairman of the commission, has an- 
nounced that Congress will be asked to appro- 
priate funds for the purchase of this site, upon 
which eight imposing structures to be built 
under the $50,000,000 Federal building pro- 
gram will he located. 

The tentative plan, represented as being 
approved by all groups previously engaged in 
controversy over the location of certain of the 
buildings, provides for a new Department of 
Justice on Pennsylvania avenue between Fif- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets and the Archives 
building facing the Avenue between Thirteenth 
and Twelfth. Behind the Justice building will 
be located the new Department of Commerce 
building. Between Fourteenth and Thirteenth 
streets, extending south to B street, will be 
located the General Supply building, and the 
block behind this will be the future site of 
the Department of Labor. The independent 
offices of the government will be located in 
the block bounded by Thirteenth, C, Twelfth 
and B streets, the Internal Revenue building 
will be placed between Twelfth and Tenth and 
-C to B streets, and the general accounting 
office has been allotted the area between 
Tenth and Ninth and C to B streets. 

The public will approve the plan thoroughly, 
for both the Federal building program and the 
Mall-Avenue triangle development program are 
s0 important to the future city that their solu- 
tion should not be attempted piecemeal. Fur- 
thermore, should the land necessary to each 
building be purchased separately, and only 
when plans are completed for the actual con- 
struction of that building, each new step in 
the development program will shoot prices for 
the remaining parcels of land sky high. With 
the approval of the fine arts commission, 
which undoubtedly will be forthcoming, 
added to the recommendation of the public 
buildings commission, Congress no doubt will 
recognize the importance of the plan and 
authorize sufficient funds to carry it through. 


HOLIDAYS, NATIONAL AND LEGAL. 


The Post has received a letter from Mr. R. H. 
Neff, a patient in the Walter Reed hospital, ask- 
ing enlightenment on the question of national 
jand legal holidays. W. Tyler Page, clerk of the 
House of Representatives, a recognized author- 
ity on the acts of Congress, Was asked to an- 
swer the questions of Mr. Neff. In response 
Mr. Page writes: 


There are no national holidays. In 
creating a holiday, such as Christmas day, 
Independence day, Labor day, &c., Con- 
gress by law made such days legal holi- 
days within the territory over which the 
United States has jurisdiction, usually in 
the District of Columbia, the seat of gov- 
ernment. Then, as in most instances, the 
States in turn following the example of 
Congress have severally made such days 
holidays within those States; and where 
this has been done uniformly, days so 
made legal holidays have come to be 
called ‘‘national holidays.” But there 
are no national holidays in the strict sense 
of the term. 

The chief legal holidays in nearly all 
the States and the District of Columbia 
are: January 1, New Year’s day; February 
12, Lincoln’s birthday; February 22, 
Washington’s birthday; July 4, Inde- 
pendence day; first Monday ‘in Septem- 
ber, Labor day; Thanksgiving day, usually 
the last Thursday in November, according 
to the President’s proclamation; Decem- 
ber 256, Christmas day. 


May 30, Memorial day, is a legal holiday in 
the District of Columbia and in most of the 
States and Territories. But in some of the 
States of the South, where the custom of set- 
_ ting apart a memorial day originated, an earlier 
date is chosen because of the earlier blossoming 
of the flowers.

THE CASE OF NICARAGUA. 


When Nicaragua protested last August to 
the leagas of nations against the action of 
Mexico in sending afmed expeditions in aid 


of the revolutionary uprisings against the 
established government of Nicaragua, The 
Post pointed out that the Monroe doctrine 
would prevent any intermeddling by the 
league in that situation, and there has been 
no intermeddling by the league or by any 
European power. 

It was not anticipated, however, that the 
United States would rest content with the 
negative results thus produced under the in- 
fluence of the Monroe doctrine and permit 
Mexico to continue its intermeddling in 
Nicaragua. 

The case of Nicaragua clearly comes within 

the so-called Roosevelt corollary to the Monroe 
doctrine. Several European nations belonging 
to the league have important interests in 
Nicaragua which are being jeopardized by 
Mexican intermeddling there, amd the Mexican 
war, or threat of war, against Nicaragua is 
‘‘a matter of concern to the whole league.”’ 
The Roosevelt corollary is, in substance, that 
either the United States must permit other 
governments to take measures themselves to 
safeguard their own interests, ‘‘or else we 
must ourselves take seasonable and appro- 
priate action.’’ President Roosevelt said fur- 
ther: “Brutal wrongdoing, or impotence 
which results in the general loosening of the 
ties of civilized society, may finally require 
intervention by some civilized nation, and in 
the western. hemisphere the United States 
can not ignore its duty.” 
Now that a recognized government has been 
established in Nicaragua the United States 
should take active measures to put a stop to 
the “brutal wrongdoing”’ and ‘‘war or threat 
of war” by Mexico against Nicaragua. The 
action of Secretary Kellogg in indirectly, but 
nevertheless effectively, warning Mexico is in- 
deed gratifying. 


CUBA AND THE PARCELS POST. 


Officials of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce conferred with President Coolidge 
on Monday for the purpose of outlining to him 
some legislation which, in the opinion of the 
chamber, should be called to the attention of 
Congress in the President’s message. One of 
the points brought out has to do with the 
parcels post arrangements between Cuba and 
the United States. The present restrictions in 
the matter of carrying cigars and cigarettes 
from Cuba to this country are particularly 
annoying to Cuba, according to the statement 
made to the President, and unless those re- 
strictions are removed the fear is expressed that 
Cuba will decline to continue reciprocal rela- 
tions for the exchange of parcels through the 
mails. 

The restrictions are based upon laws enacted 
60 years ago which are obsolete and unneces- 
sary today, in the opinion-of the chamber. 
There is held to be an undue limitation of the 
amount of tobacco products which may be 
brought into this country through the mails. 
Inasmuch as there is no apparent good rea- 
son to fear that the customs revenues will 
suffer from a change in the laws. defining the 
amounts of cigars and cigarettes which may be 
imported through the mails, and since through 
the removal of the limitation the people of 
Cuba may be placated, there would appear 
to be no good reason why Congress should 
not follow the suggestions of the chamber and 
so amend the law as to give the Postmaster 
General greater discretion in the premises. 


SLOW DRIVERS. 


Traffic Director Eldridge, in a statement 
made before the Board of Trade, called atten- 
tion to slow drivers on Sixteenth and other 
light controlled streets. For many years the 
public has been impressed with the fact that 
speed is the contributing cause of practically 
all accidents, and this teaching can not be laid 
aside over night. Nevertheless the slow driver 
on controlled streets and high speed arteries is 
@& real menace, and the sooner the public 
awakens to that fact the better at will be for 
all concerned. 

High speed areas are established, and streets 
are placed under automatic control only for 
the purpose of facilitating traffic. The public, 
especially that part of it which is in a hurry, 
has both the moral and legal right to make full 
use of the facilities provided. To safeguard 
such streets, however, it is made unlawful for 
one driver to overtake and pass another on the 
right. Since the slow driver invariably hugs 
the center of the road, it is necessary, if he is 
to be overtaken and passed on the left for the 
oncoming machine to éncroach on the opposite 
roadway, which is also unlawful. Therefore, 
the public in attempting to solve the problem in 
vits own way has adopted the lesser of the two 
dangers, by passing slow drivers to the right. 

The situation is so trying and so potentially 
dangerous that unless the public can be edu- 
cated to make proper use of the privilege and 
facilities extended other more drastic steps 
should be taken. If the slow driver can not be 
taught to keep as far to the right as possible of 
his own volition, legislation should be enacted 
establishing both . minimum and. maximum 
speed limits on certain streets, violation’ of 
either clause to be -daceesnceaond by the traffic 
court. 


EELS FOR NEW YORK. 


Eels are fish which, because | of the amount 
of oil they contain and likewise because ‘of 
their close resemblance to the tempter of Eve, 
are not very popular as food in this section of 
the world, but are regarded as great delicacies 
in the east side of London. Eel pies, stewed 
-eols, pickled eels and eels in various other 
forms might be classed as delicatessen. els 
have been even worked into English poems as 
one may easily ascertain by scatining the pages 
of Percy's Reliques. 

While Httle is known of the fish in Wash- 
heated gen never see them on the menus— 
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York, as press dispatches from Troy this week 
tell of the passage through the locks of that 
city, from the upper to the lower Hudson, of 
seven specially designed boats loaded with 
“about 1765 tons of eels, valued at $140,000 to 
$150,000". which were on their way from Mon- 
treal to New York, where during the holiday 
season they will fetch 50 or 60 cents a pound. 
This transportation of eels down the Hudson 
ig an annual custom of the American Eel Cor- 
poration. The boats used in the transportation 
of the fish are from 40 to 50 feet in length, 
about 8 feet beam, and so arranged that fresh 
water constantly passes in and out. 

Gotham’s gourmands will feast on bear, rein- 
deer and buffalo meat around Thanksgiving 
day. Whale steaks are setved in some of the 
night clubs, mussels gathered from the wharf 
piles are eaten in Brooklyn, and pig snouts are 
marketed-.in one section of Harlem, but just 
which division of the polyglot population of 
Manhattan will consume the 300,000 pounds of 
the slippery fish which arrived at Fulton mar- 
ket from Montreal this week is a guess.

INLAND WATER TRANSPORTATION, 


One of the most comprehensive and thor- 
ough investigations of the transportation by 
the inland waterways of the United States has 
just been completed by the board of army 
engineers in cooperation with the United 
States Shipping Board. The _ investigation 
discloses the immense importance of this sub- 
ject to producers, 
manufacturing 


importers, exporters and 
interests; and, because the 
whole country is affected, it is deemed desirable 
to publish the report. 

Besides containing a general description of 
the Great Lakes and their connecting chan- 
nels and harbors, the report is replete with 
valuable data covering the .treaties, laws and 
regulations governing navigation. It also con- 
tains an intensive study of the movements of 
bulk commodities, such as coal, iron ore, build- 
ing materials, and grain. 

In the case of grain the report shows that 
during the four years 1920-1923 the average 
receipts at upper lake ports amounted to more 
than 707,000,000 bushels annually. The ter- 
minal facilities at these ports for handling bulk 


formation is furnished concerning the costs of 
transportation, including all terminal charges, 
between points of origin and destination. 

That.the report is of more than local interest 
to the country immediately bordering the 
shores of the lakes is manifest through the 
tracing of the movement of coal from the mines 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, West-Virginia and Ken- 
tucky to Lake Erie ports and thence by water 
to the gities of the upper lakes, whence the 
movements are still further shown to the 
States of final destination. 

The report contains numerous graphs and 
colored flow charts showing the movement of 
these commodities. It is the first of a series 
dealing with transportation problems directly 
related to the functions of the War Department 
and the Shipping Board and will doubtless 
furnish the basis of plans for the betterment 
of inland water transportation. 


ELATION IN BRITAIN. 


When individuals have been through a bad 
time, whether in health, finance, politics or 
anything else, they are easily cheered by any 
slight turn of the tide in their favor and wel- 
come even small symptoms of betterment with 
an enthusiasm unknown them in a brighter 
day. See how Thackeray revels in the facf 
that, after a lingering illness, he was at last 
able to eat and enjoy some chicken. 

As it is with individuals, so is it with na- 
tions. Between unemployment, vastly in- 
creased numbers on the “dole” and in receipt 
of poor-law relief, and a disastrous strike, 
which affected injuriously not only industry 
and business but even the comfort of the 
people in their homes, the British were con- 
fronted with a situation which, for the last 
few months, must have seemed like a bad 
nightmare when contrasted with former con- 
ditions. But at last they see, or think they 
868, daylight. The strike, despite some open 
and hot-headed recalcitrancy in Scotland and 
Wales, is regarded as virtually at an end and 
business has already received great accelera- 
tion in consequence.’ The restrictions on the 
uge of coal for domestic purposes and on 
illuminations in store windows are about to 
be removed. All these things, some of them 
small in themselves but making up an im- 
portant entity in the aggregate, have produced 
a spirit of elation, of buoyancy, of hope for 
the future that is understandable in the light 
of the experiences of the recent past. 

In addition to these manifestations of the 
coming of better times, three other really im- 
portant events have just taken place, which 
seem to warrant a national joyfulnessa on the 
part of the British. One British firm has just 
been awarded a £1,200,000 contract for work 
on the floating dry dock at Singapore: another 
has secured an order for £1,000,000 worth of 
cotton’ machinery for Australia; and a third 
has been selected to enlarge the subway sys- 
tem in Buenos Aires, a selection which is con- 
fidently expected to create a demand for 
millions of pounds’ worth of British railroad 
machinery. 

These are certainly hopeful happenings ard 
| Warrant to some extent the display of jubila- 
tion and optimism made in the last few days 
by practically every section of the British 
press. Should British trade recover quickly 
from its recent depression, the fact will 
assuredly deserve to be ranked among modern 
miracles.

A Dry Congress. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans alike sheuld be 
interested in the following facts: In 
the next House of Representatives in 
Washington 71 per cent of the Demo- 
crats and 72 per cent of the Repub- 
licans have dry voting records or have 
made dry pronouncements.

Reception Will Be. Given at 
Legation for Limited 
Number of Guests. 


Queen Marie of Roumania and her 
party, returning to Washington for a 
three-day visit Wednesday, will be 
feted by the diplomatic corps and two 


of the city’s most prominent hostesses, 
it was learned yesterday. 
Plans for the royal party’s second re-

She accepted an invita- 
tion extended by by Col. L. G. Ament, 
a friend, on behalf of his cousin, Dr. 


iJ. E. Ament, president of the school. 


Aside from the more formal affairs 
arranged for the party, several more or 
less informal engagements have been 
tentatively made. Prince Nicolas is ex- 
pected to visit the Y. M. C. A., while 
Princess Ileana is to he thrown with 
the Girl Scouts, according to present 
plans.

MEMORIAL SERVICE HELD 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 17 (By A. P.).— 
The amity sought by general officers 
marked the opening business sessions 
today of the thirty-third annual con- 
vention of the United Daughters of 
the Confederacy. The meeting was of- 
ficially designated “the Jefferson Davis 
convention.” At none of the three ses- 
sions was there anything “like hatred 
and bitterness and malice,” which Mrs. 
St. John A. Lawton, of South Caro- 
lina, president general, declared, had 
no place under the stars and bars. 

The sessions were taken up princi- 
pally with reports of officers and com- 
mittees. An injunction to the Daugh- 
ters to “avoid entangling alliances” 
was the keynote of the report of the 
president general, in which she made 
four recommendations. Two of these 
were approved by the convention and 
action on the others was postponed. 
One of those approved authorized the 
president general to appoint a com- 
mittee on historical foundation which 
shall have the matter entirely in 
charge, and the other provided for 
the appointment of two pages annually 
to carry the United States flag and 
the stars and bars of the Confederacy 
on all occasions. 

Mrs. E. E. Moffitt, 90-year-old presi- 


association, announced the pledging of 
all money necessary for a memorial in 
Richmond to “the pathfinder of the 
seas.”’ Thirty thousand dollars of this 
fund was raised by popular subscrip- 
tion, and $30,000 more was undervwrit- 
ten by local business men. 

Other reports presented were those 
of the second vice president genezal, 
Mrs. W. C. N. Merchant, of Virginia; 
recording secretary-general, Mrs. A. J. 
Smith, of New York, and the corre- 
sponding secretary-general, Mrs. Fred 
C. Kolman, of Louisiana. 

The afternoon session was opened 
with memorial services to daughters, 
Confederate veterans and Sons of Vet- 
¢rans. Miss Decca Lamar West, of 
Texas, read the memorial to the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and spe- 
cial memorials to Miss Doriska Gau- 
treaux and Mrs. J. Pinckney: Smith, of 
Louisiana, were read by Mrs. Charles 
Granger and Mrs. Peter Youree, both 
of Louisiana. Mrs. Charles McDowell 
read a special memorial to Mrs. Annie 
Whitfield, of Alabama, while the me- 
morial to Confederate veterans and 
s0ns was read by Mrs. E. Wilson Lin- 
coln, of Massachusetts. The #foll call 
of States and the placing of flowers in 
the wreath showed a large number of 
daughters to have died during the year 
A Confederate flag was presented to 
the convention by Mrs. Norman V. 
Randolph in memory of Mrs. Alice Mc- 
Gill Drewery, of Richmond. 

The evening session was devoted to 
the presentation of reports of division 
presidents. 


Poincare Wins Vote; 
Warns of Franc Peril 


Paris, Nov. 17 (By A. P.).—Premier 
Poincare received another vote of con- 
fidence today when the chamber of 
deputies, at his request, defeated an 
amendment to the budget offered by 
the radicals, 330 to 136. 

Vigorously combating every attempt 
to increase the credits in the budget, 
the premier warned the deputies: “The 
financial peril which we have avoided 
has not yet disappeared. I should like 
to have everybody here understand 
that. Peril is still near, and if you do 
not look out the good you have done 
will speedily be lost.”

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Caulifiower and Carrots. 


One medium-sized head cauliflower, 
1 cup diced carrots, 2 tablespoons but- 
ter, 1 tablespoon flour, 1 cup milk, 2 
tablespoons grated cheese, 1 egg yolk, 
1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-8 teaspoon white 
pepper. ' 

Remove leaves from cauliflower. Let 
stand 30 minutes in cold salted water 
with the head down. Cook, head up, 
in boiling water until tender, about 30 
minutes. Drain and put in a shallow 
serving dish. Cut flowerettes at the 
stalk to facilitate serving, but do not 
separate. Cook carrots in slightly 
salted boiling water while cauliflower 
is cooking. Melt butter, stir in flour, 
and when well blended, slowly add 
milk, stirring constantly. Season with 
salt and pepper and add cheese. Cook, 
stirring to prevent sticking, until 
cheese is melted. Remove from the 
fire and stir in egg yolk. Pour sauce 
over cauliflower and arrange carrots in 
a border around the cauliflower. 


Creamed Eggplant on Toast. 

One medium sized eggplant, 3 table- 
spoons butter, 3 tablespoons flour, 1-4 
teaspoon salt, dash pepper, 2 table- 
spoons, lemon juice, 4 tablespoons 
grated cheese, 4 triangles of toast, pa- 
prika, 1 cup water. 


Peel eggplant and cut in half. Scoop 
out seeds and cut into strips length- 
wise. Drop into boiling salted water 
and cook until tender, about 20 min- 
utes. Drain. Melt butter, stir in 
flour and slowly add water, stirring 
constantly. Bring to the boiling point 
and add salt and pepper. Let boil three 
minutes and beat in lemon: juice. Re- 
move from heat and carefully add egg- 
plant. Serve on toast. Sprinkle with 
grated cheese and paprika. Put under 
the flame of a broiler or in a very hot 
oven just long enough to melt the 
cheese. 
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CANDY RECIPES. 
Marshmallow Fudge. 


2 cups sugar. 
1 cup milk. 
When it forms soft ball in cold wa- 


ter, remove from stove; cool; add % 
teaspoon sait, 2 tablespoons butter, %4 
teaspoon rose extract, 1 cup chopped 
almonds, 1 cup marshmallows. Beat 
mixture and pour on buttered plate. 


Vanilla Caramels. 


cups granulated sugar. 
cup brown sugar. 

cup light corn syrup. 
cup cream. 

cups milk. 

Yo cup butter. 

4 teaspoons vanilla. 

Put all the ingredients, except the 
vanilla, into a saucepan and cook, stir- 
ring constantly, over a low flame, until 
the candy takes the cold water test, 
a ball of the firmness desired in the 
finished caramel. Remove from the fire, 
add vanilla and turn at once into 
slightly greased pans; when cold cut 
into squares and wrap in waxed paper. 
This recipe makes two and a half 
pounds. Half may be used. 

Chocolate Caramels. 

1 cup sugar, 2-3 cup Tea Garden 
drips, 1 cup cream, pinch salt, 2 squares 
Baker’s’ unsweetened chocolate, butter 
size of a walnut. Make sure the choco- 
late is melted before boiling. Cook un- 
til hardened when dropped into cold 
water. Pour in buttered pans. When 
cool, cut in squares. 

College Fudge. 

2 cups sugar, 2-3 cup milk, 2 squares 
(2 ounces) chocolate, 2 tablespoons light 
corn syrup, 2 tablespoons butter, 1 
teaspoon vanilla.. Break the chocolate 
into small pieces so that it will melt 
quickly. 

Put sugar, milk, chocolate and corn 
syrup into saucepan and cook slowly, 
stirring until the sugar is all dissolved. 
Continue cooking, stirring often to 
prevent burning. Cold water test a 
soft ball. Remove from the fire and add 
butter and vanilla and set aside to cool 


| without stirring. When the candy has 


cooled begin to beat until the fudge 
loses its shiny look and a small amount 
dropped from the spoon will hold its 
shape. Pour in slightly greased pans.

INSPECTION 19 OTARTED 


Fowler Begins Cleanup on 
Inferior Service in Play- 
houses and Restaurants. 


DINNER

RESULT OF COMPLAINTS 


Inspection crusades against foul air 
in theaters and serving of inferior milk 
in lunch rooms and restaurants were 
begun simultaneously yesterday by or- 
der of Dr. William C. Fowler, District 
health officer. 

In both cases it has been about three 
years since such intensive drives as the 
present have been conducted. Dr. Fow- 
ler said he was not so much interested 
in prosecuting people as in causing an 
improvement of conditions. 

In the case of theaters, including 
motion picture houses, the first phase 
of the campaign will be to ascertain 
whether effective use is made currently 
or ventilating apparatus the theaters 
are required to have. Samples of air 
will be taken for analysis later, after 
it has been established whether venti- 
lation machinery is in constant opera- 
tion. 

Inspectors were instructed to take 
samples of milk being served in all 
public eating houses and examine them 
both as to purity and food content. 

“The theaters have the required ap- 
paratus to furnish patrons with pure 
air,” said Dr. Fowler, ‘“‘and restaurant 
proprietors are cognizant of official re- 
quirements as to milk standards. There 
is no excuse for inferior service in 
either case. This department has re- 
ceived complaints from time to time 
and has made numerous inspections. 
But the present activity is in the na- 
ture of a complete clean-up of the city, 
as to milk in restaurants and air in 
theaters.”

acetic acid and hydrochloric acid. 

Dr. Faber found that while the 
average baby did not need to drink | 
acid milk, some babies did not! 
thrive until some form of acid was 
used. The Chicago Infant Welfare | 
society confirmed the opinion of Fa- |

HE interscholastic sport season of 
1926 being ended, with the single 
exception of the Tech-Business 

football game, it may be interesting 
to look over the results of the school- 


boy series for the past five years and | 


review the titleholders in the major 
sports of football, basketball, baseball 
and track. 


that even though Central’s supremacy 
in local high school athletics has been 
somewhat dimmed, there still remains 
abundant proof that the Blue and 
White has had its share or more than 
its share of championship honors in 
the period mentioned. 

Including the present unfinished 
football race, there have been 20 dis- 


‘tinct series for honors in the major 
sports in five years, 


and of these, 8 
have been won outright by Ceuttral 
teams. Tech and Eastern follow with 
4 each, Western has 1, while Business 
has failed to garner a title. Two of 
the others were tied and either West- 
ern, or Western and Tech, will be re- 
turned the winner in the present race. 


In the football series of the past 
five years, we find that Central 
has won twice, in 1922 and 1925; 
Tech triumphed in 1923 and was 
In a tie with Western in 1924. 
Western, Eastern and Business have 
not won the foothall crown out- 
right, though Western still has tue 
opportunity to do so this year. 


In basketball, Central and Fastern 


| clearly top the other schools in cham- 


pionship awards as the titles of the 
past five years have been equally di- 
vided between them. Central won in 
1922 and 1925, while Eastern led the 
field in 1923 and 1924. The 1926 series 
ended in a tie and was not played 


| through to a decision. 
Such a resume brings out the fact. 


The same two schools nearly repeat 
the above facts in the quest for base- 
ball championships. Central won in 
1922 and 1924, Eastern copped in 1925 
and 1926, while Western broke through 
in 1923 to gain its only clean-cut cham- 
pionship of the major sports in this 
period. Tech and Business were not 
successful in this time in ascending the 
baseball throne. 

In track, the remaining major sport, 
Tech and Central have dominated. 
Tech has been rictorious in inter- 
scholastic cinder path activities for the 
past three years, 1924, 1925 and 1926, 
Central’s sway being stopped after win- 
ning in 1922 and 1923. 

Thus in summing up the results of

House Committee Feels More 
Coordination Is Needed in 
City’s Government.

Extension of District Building 
Southward Is Urged by 
Auditor Donovan.

The bureau of efficiency will be re- 
quested to make a study of the Dis- 
trict government with a view to effect- 
ing better coordination of the depart- 
ments. it was decided yesterday by the 
House District investigating subcom- 
mittee. 


This action was determined upon 


after the committee had heard Maj. 
Daniel J. Donovan, District auditor. 
Aside from the coordination by the 
departments under the board of public 
welfare and those making up the en- 
gineering departments, the local gov- 
ernment is more or less a system of 
separate bureaus, proceeding indepen- 
dently about their respective busi- 
nesses. 

There was a suggestion that the effi- 
clency bureau might not be able to 
undertal®: the study, but Representa- 
tive Gibson, chairman of the commit- 
tee, made known that he planned to 
confer with Herbert D. Browne, chief 
of the bureau. 


Condemnation Is Favored. 


Both Gibson and Representative 
Houston, of Delaware, who so far have 
borne the burden of the resumed hear- 
ings, agreed with Donovan that coor- 
dination among all of the departments 
should be brought about, and espe- 
Cially that the offices of the register 
of wills and recorder of deéds should 
be brought under the local govern- 
ment. They are now operated inde- 
pendently. That they should be 
brought under the District government 
was one of the recommendations made 
by the efficiency bureau, which has 
just concluded a study of them. ° 

Gibson and Houston made known, 
too, that they favored the proposal of 
grouping the scattered local govern- 
mental agencies in an extension of the 
present District building, the extension 
to spread out over Thirteen-and-a-half 
street. 

The present indications are that 
there will be a gap there when the Fed- 
eral government completes its $50,000,- 
000 building program. 

In fact, both committee members 
said that if no reasons to the contrary 


develop, this proposal quite likely will 
form a part of the general reorganiza- 
tion plan to come out of the committee. 


Omnibus Bill Planned. 


In this connection, it developed that 
it is the idea of Gibson eud Houston 
that. the subcommittee shoule report 
out something on the order of an omni- 
bus bill at the conclusion o° ita study. 
The committee, it is potnted out its 
making a long-needed study of the 
local government, and ite -onclus'ons 
are to be put in the form of proposed 
legislation, with Ahe subcommittee re- 
maining behind it until the needed 
changes are effected.
